CARTHAGE, Tenn. (UPI) 
Arkansas Gov. Orval Faubus and 
his 
wife 
escaped 
injury 
last 
night when their car was struck 
by an oncoming vehicle while 
swerving off the road to avoid 
a head-on collision. 
Faubus said the approaching 
car hit his car near the rear, 
then hit the side of the second 
car in a four-car motorcade car­ 
rying his party to the Southern 
Governors Conference at White 
Sulphur Springs, W. Va. 
Arkansas retired Public Wel­ 
fare Commissioner Carl S. Ad­ 
am s and his wife were among 
the injured. 
“ Our driver had to turn off 
the shoulder to avoid a head-on 
collision,” 
Faubus 
said. 
“Still, 
the other car hit us near the 
rear 
and 
forced 
us 
into 
the 
ditch.” 
The crash took place about one 
mile east of here. The gover­ 
nor’s 
motorcade 
was 
traveling 
east. The other car was headed 
west. 
“After the car hit ours, it hit 
the car in which the Adams’ 
were riding on the side. It was 
just out of control” Faubus said. 
The governor said t h e third 
car in the motorcade was “show­ 
ered with glass” from the col­ 
lision. 


SAN JUAN DE LOS MORROS, 
Venezuela (UPI) — Prison gates 
clanged shut Friday night behind 
ex-President Marcos Perez Jim e­ 
nez, first refugee ex-chief of a 
Latin American state ever extra­ 
dited from a nation where he had 
sought asylum. 


Authorities in the United States 
surrendered Perez to Venezuelan 
police Friday to face trial on 
charges of embezzling about $13.5 
million while he was in power. 


A 
chartered 
Venezuelan 
DC6 
flew Perez, under heavy guard, 
from Miami to Palo Negro Air­ 
port, where he was transferred 
to a weapon-heavy police convoy 
for the 27-mile drive to the fed­ 
eral prison here. 


Police and troops by the dozen, 
arm ed with pistols, rifles, car­ 
bines and submachine guns, con­ 
voyed Perez 
to the prison 
or 
stood guard along the route. 


The ex-president was greeted 
by cheers and shouts of “ Viva 
Perez Jim enez!” in each village 
along the route from the airport, 
but there were no disorders. 


Newsmen were not allowed to 
talk to Perez 
at the airport 
or 
at the prison. 


The ex-president, who s p e n t 
eight months 
in a Miami jail 
while his attorneys fought in vain 
to prevent his extradition, ap­ 
peared haggard, stoop-shouldered 
and baggy-eyed when he arrived 
here Friday night. 


As a former chief of state, he 
will have special privileges dur­ 
ing his trial, which is expected to 
begin late this year and continue 
into 1964. 


A 
special 
three-cell 
“ suite” 
walled off from the rest of the 
prison 
has 
been 
prepared 
for 
him at San Juan Penitentiary, 
and an arm y orderly will serve 
him breakfast in bed. He will not 
be required to wear prison uni­ 
form or to conform to the usual 
prison routine. 


'Second 
Treaty 
Needed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Pentagon sources said to­ 
day there is little doubt 
the 
Kennedy 
administra­ 
tion will furnish the Senate 
with a “bill of particulars” 
detailing its specific safe­ 
guards a g ai n s t 
losing 
ground from any Soviet 
violation 
of 
the 
nuclear 
test ban treaty. 


Detailed specifications of how 
the administration will proceed 
with underground tests and main­ 
tenance of laboratory and test 
site facilities were demanded by 
senators on the preparedness and 
arm ed services com mittee groups. 


The sponsor of the move, Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., went 
so far as to say that the Senate 
needs a “second treaty” with the 
executive branch to “ make sure 
they will in good faith carry out 
what they say they will do.” 


Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
a s s u r e d the three-committee 
group handling the treaty he is 
confident the “safeguards” sought 
by the m ilitary themselves will 
be provided.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The Com­ 
munist organ Pravda charged to­ 
day that the arming of Canadian 
forces 
with 
American 
nuclear 
weapons “aggravates internation­ 
al tension” and leaves Canada 
open to counter-attack in case of 
war. 
An editorial called the U. S.- 
Canadian action “a challenge to 
mankind’s aspirations for peace” 
and noted it cam e only a few 
days after the signing of the par­ 
tial test ban treaty in Moscow. 
“ How should one understand 
the present actions of the Ameri­ 
can and Canadian governm ents?” 
Pravda said. “Do they not bear 
out that the ‘wild men’ still hold 
a strong position across the ocean 
and zealously see to it that the 
policy of the United States and 
Canada still follows the channel 
of the ‘cold w ar’ and the aggrava­ 
tion of international tensions?

Rioting erupted at the construc­ 
tion sites of the Union County 
Courthouse annex and a 15-story 
apartm ent project as 350 Negro 
pickets took to the streets with 
dem ands for equal job opportun­ 
ities. 
The dem onstrators have picket­ 
ed the two sites for the last two 
weeks in an attem pt to halt work 
until union leaders meet their de-

Police stood by to intervene at 
the first sign of trouble on the 
anniversary of the death of Pe­ 
ter Fechter, an 18-year-old E ast 
| Berlin construction worker who 
bled to death at the wall last 
year. 
Processions to the wall to lay 
wreaths at a 10-foot-high cross 
dedicated to Fechter 130 yards 
from “Checkpoint Charlie” were 
not banned. 
But 
Deputy 
Mayor 
Heinrich 
Albert!, who is in charge of the 
police, told them to use all ap­ 
propriate means to “nip any dis­ 
order in the bud.” 
Police said that, at American 
orders, a plan was drawn up to 
prevent crowds from gathering 
at the cross or at Checkpoint 
Charlie, crossing point for for­ 
eigners. 


Sen. Howard W 
Cannon, D- 
Nev., said that if the bill of 
particulars does not resolve sena­ 
torial questions about the treaty, 
they might “requre a very specif­ 
ic statem ent from the President 
on these safeguards.” 


During testimony Friday before 
a closed session of the prepared­ 
ness committee, Gen. Curtis E. 
Le May joined Taylor and other 
military chiefs in supporting the 
treaty. Sen. Barry Coldwater, R- 
Ariz., and other seantors gave re­ 
porters a consensus of the Air 
Force leader’s views following the 
hearing. 


It indicated that while LeMay 
urged ratification of the pact, he 
had more reservations than other 
m ilitary leaders.

“ Once the journey has begun,” 
the Arizona Republican said, “ It 
would be hard to turn back.” 
He said that the treaty carries 
unacceptable risks and that the 
Communist desire for a non-ag­ 
gression pact is aim ed at “ storm ­ 
ing the bastions” of Am erican 
freedom. 
Coldwater spoke at com m ence­ 
ment exercises at the School of 
Bank Audit and Control operated 
jointly by the University of Wis­ 
consin 
and 
the 
Association of 
Bank Audit, Control and Opera­ 
tion. 
“ Every responsible m em ber of 
the government knows full well” 
that the test ban treaty “ envi­ 
sions a non-aggression pact be­ 
tween the NATO nations and the 
m ilitary alliance of the Soviet em ­ 
pire, the Warsaw P act nations,” 
Coldwater said. 
He 
said 
the 
United 
States 
stands on the brink of such a 
pact “with high hopes a n d high 
heartiness, with the clink of con­ 
vivial glasses raised in Moscow 
fresh in our ears, with Khrush­ 
chev’s 
grin 
and 
Dean 
Rusk’s 
smile fresh in our minds. 
“The terrible truth is that it is 
tyranny 
and 
barbarism 
with 
which we propose to share the 
earth, permitting the world to be 
half slave half free and giving 
tyranny 
a 
protected 
sanctuary 
from which it can erode or at­ 
tack tomorrow.”

Ease Tensions 


WASHINGTON <UPI) - Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk is opti­ 
mistic Russia may be willing to 
m ake isolated agreem ents to ease 
tensions with the West, but sees 
little hope of a solution now to all 
cold war issues. 
One 
potential 
agreement 
the 
United States would be willing to 
discuss. Rusk told his news con­ 
ference Friday, would be the pro­ 
posal to station observation teams 
at transportation centers in m a­ 
jor countries. The teams would 
be on the lookout for large-scale 
troop movements which might in­ 
dicate a surprise attack was in 
the offing. 
But Rusk cautioned against ty­ 
ing together cold war issues in 
in an attem pt to settle all con­ 
flicts in one session. The more 
issues such as disarmament, Ber­ 
lin, non-aggression pacts or nuc­ 
lear free zones that are linked, he 
said, the more difficult negotia­ 
tions would become. 
As a “ very helpful contribu­ 
tion’* to further easing tensions, 
Rusk 
said, 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
should agree to remove its re­ 
maining troops from Cuba. 
He said that while he was in 
Moscow he told Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko of the United 
States’ interest in seeing all Rus­ 
sian troops pulled off the island, 
but would not reveal the Soviet 
official’s reply. 
Shortly after Rusk's conference, 
the joint House-Senate Republican 
leadership called on the Russians 
to withdraw 
the 
troops 
as 
a 
“ demonstration of good faith” be­ 
fore the United States takes any 
“ second step” toward new agree­ 
ments with the Soviet Union. 
Since last May when the Senate 
arm ed services subcommittee es- 
timatee there were 17,500 Soviet 
troops still on the island, the 
group said that “ so far as can 
be learned, no significant reduc­ 
tion has been made in the Soviet 
forces since.” 


Rusk Hopeful Gov. Wallace Hints 
Of President Bid 
Await Mission To Peru 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va. (UPI) — Alabama Gov. 
' George C. Wallace, who has hint­ 
ed that he may enter some presi­ 
dential 
primaries 
n e x t 
year, 
plans to present five civil rights 
resolutions of the Southern Gov­ 
ernors Conference which gets un­ 
der way here Sunday. 
The “fighting little judge,” an­ 
nounced in Montgomery Friday 
that he will present the touchy 
resolutions and ask the governors 
to go on record in opposition to 
President Kennedy’s proposed civ­ 
il rights measures. 
In so doing, Wallace may let 
loose a hornet’s nest sim ilar to 
the civil rights controversy that 
erupted 
last 
month 
in 
Miami 
Beach at the National Governors’ 
Conference. 
The 
conferences 
traditionally 
avoid controversial issues. Last 
year, at the Southern Governors 
Conference 
in 
Hollywood, 
Fla., 
the chief executives operated un­ 
der a gentlemen's agreement that 
the touchy civil rights issue would 
not be brought formally before 
the group. 
Fifteen Attend 
The 
conference 
h e r e 
lasts 
through 
Wednesday. 
Seventeen 
southern and border state gover­ 
nors are members, but only 15 
will be present. 
So many of the southern and 


border states governors meeting 
have adopted moderate postures 
on civil rights that majorities in 
favor of Wallace’s resolutions ap­ 
pear impossible, even if the Ala­ 
bama governor attempts to force 
the issue 


Wallace has not said what he 
would do if the conference reso­ 
lution committee declines to re­ 
port his five proposals to the 
floor to adopt them. 
Named By Chairman 
The five-man committee that 
will consider the resolutions in 
an executive session, is not a 
standing committee. 
It will be 
named by conference chairm an 
Orval E. 
Faubus of Arkansas 
after the four-day meeting begins. 
Wallace’s resolutions would put 
the southern governors on record 
in calling for defeat of the Ken­ 
nedy adm inistration civil rights 
program in Congress, denouncing 
use of federal troops to enforce 
school desegregation orders, and 
protesting the massive civil rights 
march p l a n n e d in Washington 
Aug. 28. 
They also would protest what 
Wallace has term ed Communist 
participation in recent racial dem ­ 
onstrations, and Defense Secre­ 
tary Robert 
M cNam ara’s 
order 
permitting cities with segregated 
facilities to be placed off limits 
to military personnel.

A huge sign on a plywood wall 
around the courthouse site trig­ 
gered the brawling. The words: 
“Nigger go home, go home, where 
ever you live” were scrawled in 
two-foot high letters across a 25- 
foot section of the wall. 
Swarms of teen-agers sat down 
at the entrance to the $5.1 m il­ 
lion courthouse project, blocking 
trucks and refusing to move 
Police Director William Mulk- 
een moved through the area warn­ 
ing pickets: “You are endanger­ 
ing the lives and limbs of the 
public and the police department 
will not tolerate it.” 
When the pickets—mostly teen­ 
agers— refused to move, rioting 
erupted. 
Policemen began dragging the 
dem onstrators from the site en­ 
trance. The action brought the 
pickets to their free swinging. Po 
lice were knocked to the ground 
in the free-swinging battle. 
The dem onstrators began chain­ 
ing themselves to each other. 
When police used wire cutters to 
cut the chains, the pickets took 
the chains and started to swing 
at the officers. 


As soon as order was restored, 
the pickets rushed across town to 
the apartm ent project and more 
rioting began. 
Thirty sheriff’s deputies were 
needed to aid beefed up police 
squads before order was once 
again restored. 
During the brawling, 
several 
Negro leaders met with state of­ 
ficials in neighboring Newark to 
discuss their demands. 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes ordered 
his top civil rights official, George 
Pfaus, director of the state Divi­ 
sion of Civil Rights, to hear the 
Negro charges to determine if 
there was any basis for a formal 
complaint against the unions. 
Following the meeting, behind 
closed doors, the Negro leaders 
said Pfaus told them he would 
inform them of the state’s posi­ 
tion by Tuesday. The dem onstra­ 
tion 
leaders appeared satisfied 
with the meeting, but added, “we 
will continue to protest.”

The Woodsons will soon be 
off for Costa Rica, where the 
church maintains its missionary 
training school. 
After a year’s training, dur­ 
ing which they will learn Span­ 
ish and other skills necessary 
for a missionary. They will con­ 
tinue to Ayacucho, where Rev.

in 
the 
church’s 
Bible 
Institute 
and 
Mrs. Woodson will instruct a 
women’s Bible class. 
Their purpose is not only to 
evangelize 
Peruvians, 
but 
to 
teach the inhabitants to evange­ 
lize their countrymen. 
The area around the town of 
25,000 is nominally Catholic, but 
only about IO per cent practice 
their religion, according to Rev. 
Woodson. About five per cent 
are Protestant. The rest pro­ 
fess no faith. 
The biggest part of the popu­ 
lation is Quechua Indians, an 
ancient tribe once conquered by 
the Incas. 


Peaceful Tribe 


Except for 
Communist

rorists among them who have
